Ice is not commonly classed as inflam­ 
mable material and no spacial precau­ 
tions are taken to prevent the combus­ 
tion of ice cars, bat tin re is one ma­ 
terial which ice will set on fire and 
that is lime. 
In the wrecked train were several 
carloads of ice and lime, and after the 
collision, which was not serious in it­ 
self, these two antagonistic materials 
lay scattered about. The weather was 
quite cool, but after a time the ice be­ 
gan to melt and the water trickled 
down upon the lime, which began to 
slack. 
The lime was soon a seething 
mass, and the intense heat develot ed 
set fire to the woodwork of the cars.
